Will this be the last hurrah for Hulkamania?

It has been a long, exciting, and turbulent road 

for Hulk Hogan, but every road must, eventually, 
lead to its destination. Has The Hulkster come to 
terms with handing the reins of the WWF over to 


the sake of the WWF, and for the 
future popularity of the wrestling 
profession, he must intuitively 
know when to step aside. If he

Can Hulk Hogan keep the momentum going, or is he reaching

There comes a time in each 
and every wrestling champions’ 
life when he must come to terms 
with his own mortality. Just as 
the wheel of progress turned, 
which allowed him to reach from 
beyond the preliminary ranks to 
attain the highest of heights, 
there comes the time when that 
fickle wheel turns again, and the 
champion must slip off his lofty 
perch. Every great athlete has 
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faced that dreadful day. Wres- 
tling stars, such as Bruno 
Sammartino, Bob Backlund, 
Jack Brisco, and Lou Thesz, 
have all graciously moved aside 
and allowed younger men to fill 
their shoes. This emotional 
situation must take place for the 
betterment of the individual and 
the sport. 

Hulk Hogan must prepare 
himself for that fateful day. For 


leaves too quickly, without 
nurturing the heir to his throne, 
all will be lost. If he stays too 
long, fans will merely remember 
the tired, worn-out gladiator who 
didn’t know when to quit, rather 
than remember his incredible 
stint as the single most important 
wrestling figure of the 1980s and 
early 1990s. The Hulkster must 
choose wisely. 

An indication of Hulk Hogan 
reaching the crossroads came 
about at the last Survivor Series, 
when the mighty Hulkster fell 
before The Undertaker (albeit, 
with some help from “Nature 
Boy” Ric Flair). Clearly, it was a 
dark day for Hulkamania. 

Six days later, The “Real 
American” was given the oppor- 
tunity to prove his wrestling 
skills were still at their peak, but 
his rematch with the new cham- 
pion showed that desperation 
had become Hulk’s ally. Throw- 
ing ashes from Paul Bearer’s urn 
into the face of The Undertaker, 
the blond bomber cast his ethical 
code aside, in order to, once 
more, bask in the spotlight. For 
a brief moment in time, it felt 
like January 23, 1984: The day 
on which Hogan pinned The Iron 
Sheik for the World title honor. 
But the moment was fleeting, 
Hogan was transported back to 
the present. The title was

stripped from his tanned waist, 
and reality began to set in. 

Since that day, the former 
champion has immersed himself 
in a never-ending series of 
grudge matches against Ric 
Flair. Both men, facing the 
unbeatable foe of age, are going 
all out to prove one last point: 
Who really was the greatest 
World champion of the 1980s? 
So far, their matches have 
concluded with the same results: 
a questionable victory for the 
WWP’s top attraction. Nothing 
more. Nothing less. 

As Wrestlemania VIII ap- 
proaches, fans are beginning to 
ask: Where does Hulk Hogan go 
from here? 

Are there any challengers left 
for the Venice Beach star to 
conquer? Are there any ques- 
tions left unanswered? Is there 
anything left to prove? The 
response to all three is a re- 
sounding NO! 

Does the Hulk need additional 
victories over Ted DiBiase, 


Randy Savage, or Jake “The 
Snake” Roberts? He’s soundly 
thrashed every challenger placed 
in his path; another win would 
be commonplace and without 
any significance. 

Obviously, the WWF superstar 
has many more mountains to 
climb. At the age of 38, his life 
is far from over, but it will take 
some intense soul-searching and 
courage, to walk away from a 
profession that has given him his 
identity. Perhaps the Hulkster’s 
biggest fear is that without 
wrestling, he is nothing, a no- 
body. He will, once again, have 
to wait on line at a movie theater 
or in a supermarket. Recognition

this grappling great? Wrestling 
has been very helpful in opening 
the doors for a new career in 
show business. For Hulk Hogan, 
making movies may be a distinct 
possibility. Judging by his 
performances in Rocky III, No 
Holds Barred, and Suburban 
Commando, The Hulkster has 
been quite happy to sit back on 
his laurels and merely play 
himself — Hulk Hogan — a big- 
time wrestler. This may not be 
enough to sustain a lengthy 
relationship with the film stu- 
dios. The energy, determination, 
and drive used to propel him into 
superstar status in the rasslin’ 
ring, must be called upon again, 
for Hogan to survive in tinsel 
town. 

Wrestlemania VIII could be 
the final bell sounded for Hulk 
Hogan inside the squared circle.

NWW: Who is your favorite wrestler? 

CSM: I would have to say that Bob Backlund was 
probably my greatest inspiration. He had the talent 
and the personality, and people enjoyed watching 
him wrestle. He was loved as a person as well as a 
wrestler. 

NWW: When did you start wrestling? 

CSM: I started wrestling around six years ago. I’m 
twenty-four years old, and I’ve been working my 
way up the ladder. I’ve been the N.E.W. tag team 
champion with Sergeant Major Kelly, and I’ve 
also held the heavyweight title for awhile. 

NWW: What do you think about the regional 
promotions as opposed to the major promotions? 
CSM: Well, there’s not as much showboating 
here. We give the fans more action. Also, the 
ticket prices are more affordable. It’s easier on the 
pocketbook to come and see us, as opposed to 
going to Boston Garden or the Providence Civic 
Center, for a major card.

There are plenty of independent organizations 
who are ready to pick up people with ambition. 
They will definitely offer you the experience and 
the exposure that you’ll need to move up.

A Conversation With: 


DICK “The Bulldog” BROWER 


He’s been the man that you’ve 
loved to hate for the past 30 years. 
Now, Dick “The Bulldog” Brower 
reflects on his fascinating career in 
the first part of a lengthy interview 
with this legendary ring ruffian! 


NW: The pro-wrestling business 
has changed over the last few 
years. Have you been following 
it? 

BB: A little bit. From time to 
time, the odd guy calls me up. 
NW: Have you made the rounds 
to the major wrestling groups as 
of late? 

BB: No, I haven’t. About three 
years ago, the WWF called me. 
They were thinking of bringing 
me in as Hillbilly Jim’s coach 
because I’m a guy who was a 
main eventer himself; I have 
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thirty years of professional 
experience. 

NW: What happened? Did 
someone put the thumbs down 
on it? 

BB: Evidently. It wasn’t a long, 
drawn-out call. Hillbilly Jim was 
thinking about bringing me in as 
a coach, not as a geek manager, 
because I was in the business all 
these years as a top star. It just 
didn’t come about. 

NW: I agree with you. There are 
too many geek managers in the 
business. You would make a 


great wrestling coach. 

BB: I’m a pro. You have to get 
guys who have been around in 
this business. 

NW: What else is new? 

BB: Well, Larry Sharpe lives 40 
minutes away from me. I worked 
with him a couple of times as a 
manager and a wrestler. I 
worked with Bob Orton Jr. 
NW: You managed Bob Orton 
Jr? 

BB: No, I wrestled against him. 
NW: So, you’re back in the 
wrestling ring? 

BB: Oh, yeah. I’ve been work- 
ing out regularly. 

NW: That’s great. Recently, 
you’ ve done some managerial 
work in Philadelphia for the 
TWA Promotions. How did that 
work out? 

BB: The last time I was in 
Philadelphia, I received a stand- 
ing ovation from the audience. 
They were screaming— Bulldog, 
Bulldog, Bulldog! After the 
fourth match, I jumped into the 
ring and beat the crap out of 
Jerry Lawler. I was managing 
Terry Funk against Lawler; 
when I got into the ring, I did all 
my stuff. 

NW: Jerry Lawler didn’t ask 
you to go to Memphis? 

BB: No, he didn’t. 

NW: You'd be a perfect man- 
ager for that territory. It’s also a 
great place for a young guy, like 
your son Richard, to fine tune 
his wrestling skills. Is your son 


Richard still interested in wres- 
tling? 

BB: He’s worked a couple of 
times. Right now, he’s not 
interested in pro-wrestling, and I 
don’t want to push him. He 
would make a great wrestler, 
though; he was all-state in 
football and wrestling in school. 
He has legitimate credentials, 
but he’s interested in music. 
Now that he’s twenty-one years 
old, and following his own path, 
I’ve decided to come back into 


the wrestling business. 
NW: Where have you been 


recently? 

BB: I was in Camden, New 
Jersey for a wrestling show. I 
managed Terry Funk, who was 
working with Bob Backlund. 
NW: Did you talk with Bob 
Backlund? 

BB: Yeah, he’s a nice guy. I was 
walking by, while the doctor was 
taking his blood pressure, and I 
felt a steel hand grab me. | turn 
around, and Backlund says, 
“Don’t you talk to anybody you 
big bastard!” We sat down and 
talked about this and that. 

NW: What are Bob Backlund’s 
plans? 

BB: He said that he’ll work with 
whoever wants him— if the 
money is right. 

NW: Would he work with the 
WWE again? 

BB: He said yes, if the money is 
right. 

I remember working with 
Vince McMahon Sr. He was 
talking on the phone with a 
promoter once, who was saying 
what a S.O.B. I was, because I 
wanted to beat everybody. 
McMahon Sr. said, “Yeah, I 
know, but he’s my S.O.B., and 
I’m keeping him happy.” I

remember Vince Jr., too. I had a 
couple of arguments with him in 
the dressing room about my 
interviews. This was when his 
dad was boss. 

NW: What kind of shape are you 
in now, Bulldog? 

BB: I’m in great shape. I weigh 
265 pounds, and I train every 
day. I even have my dumbbells 
by the television set; I can curl 
while I watch my favorite pro- 
grams. The big question is: Now 
that he’s back in action,who’s 
going to use Bulldog Brower? 
NW: We’ll see. You managed 
Cactus Jack a few times. What 
did you think of his wrestling? 
BB: He’s a nice guy and a hard, 
dedicated wrestler. What con- 
cerns me most about him is his 
pushing outside of the ring. He’s 
a big guy, and the arenas are not 
what they used to be: filled with 
old women, men, and tough 
guys. Today, the arenas are filled 
with kids. You’ve got to be » 
careful when you have tons of 
kids around. Cactus Jack weighs 


look out! phot 


300 pounds, and if he falls on a 
kid, it will not be a pretty sight! 
NW: Didn’t the TWA have a 
lumberjack match with the fans? 
BB: Oh, what a story that was. 
These f#@!&$* guys were 
pulling me in all directions. I 
was all around the ring! When 
Terry Funk would get thrown 
out of the ring, the people from 
the audience would mob him. 
One big guy came over to me, 
and I whacked him in the mush. 
Do you know how much energy 
it takes out of you? 

NW: That’s crazy. Obviously, 
the participating audience mem- 
bers must have signed a waiver. 
BB: They did, before the lum- 
berjack match started. 

NW: Your “blood ’n’ guts” style 
of wrestling would be impossible 
today— in light of the AIDS 
situation. 

BB: You know, I’ve thought 
about that, too. I used to split an 
opponent’s head open and spit 
the blood out onto the arena 
floor. The blood used to sme

running down my face, and I’d 
be growling and screaming so 
much, that some people in the 
audience would faint! Do you 
think I’d do that now? 

NW: No way! Before going into 
the ring today, you almost have 
to wear a full rubber suit for 
protection. 

BB: I'd have to put a f!@&#$% 
prophylactic in my mouth to do 
that now! 

NW: You did a “Lunch with 
Brower” in Philadelphia. How 
did it go? 

BB: Fair. The diehards were 
there. You had guys with Brower 
Power T-shirts, Bulldog Brower 
fan club members, and old-time 
businessmen. You had all the 
fans who remember the good old 
days of wrestling. I answered 
questions and took pictures with 
people shaking my hand or 
holding me around my neck. 
NW: What was your favorite 
area to wrestle? 

BB: Philadelphia, because every 
time I was there in a main-event 
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or semifinal match, I sold out. 
NW: What time frame was this? 
BB: 1960s. I was with Vince 
McMahon Senior. Fabiani was 
the promoter in Philly, and they 
used to do their own local TV 
tapings for Channel 48. 

NW: Do you think pro-wrestling 
was better when it was local for 
each state? 

BB: People liked the feel of 
being a participant in a local 
promotion. Do you know what 
killed wrestling in Honolulu? 
NW: I thought it was cable 
television — too much wrestling 
on the tube. 

BB: No, it was when they flew 
in the big names. The people on 
the island saw that these outside 
wrestlers just came and went. 
They liked to see the local 
wrestlers on their beaches, and in 
their restaurants and shopping 
centers. They were local celebri- 
ties; they became part of the 
environment. When the big shots 
came in, the people didn’t 
support them. It’s the same in 


Philly and other places. Over the 
long haul, people won’t pay to 
see outsiders come in, take their 
money, and then leave. 

NW: Do you think the WWF 
and the WCW are going to have 
long-term success, or are they 
coming to the end of the road? 
BB: I believe that New Wave 
Wrestling is not going to be 
new wrestling, but old-time 
wrestling. As far as I’m con- 
cerned, Dick “The Bulldog” 
Brower says that old wrestling is 
coming back, especially when 
you get back the big, athletic 
guys. Steroids are out! People 
are tired of seeing artificial 
wrestling. I never did steroids in 
my life. When me and Bruno 
Sammartino wrestled, you saw 


_ two natural, monster guys who 


lived in the gym, and who lived 
to wrestle. We did it the hard 
way, and it stays with you. I’m 
not dying of cancer, and neither 
is Bruno. There’s no substitute 
for hard work. 

NW: Can you tell the difference 
between a synthetic body and a 
natural one? 

BB: Of course I can. The steroid 
wrestlers have no staying power 
or strength. Their bodies are 
blown up like a balloon: they 
have no density or substance to 
them. 

In the 1960s and 1970s, the 
guys who went to the gym were 
all doing heavy power lifting. 
We'd have contests to see who 
could bench press the most. I did 
560 pounds. Bruno pressed 550 
pounds. I beat Bruno by ten 
pounds! 

NW: What do you think are the 
differences between the wres- 
tlers of today and those of 


yesterday? 

BB: Well; back then, you had 
naturally big guys like Dominic 
Denucci, “Killer’ Kowalski, 
Don Leo Jonathan. When 
Jonathan was in Hawaii, he’d 
spend the day swimming and 
diving for octopus. When he 
came into the ring, Jonathan 
wrestled as if he just had 14 
hours of sleep. 1 remember when 
he picked me up by the throat 
and thigh, then dropped me on 
the turnbuckle. Boy, did that 
catch my attention! 

NW: What year was this? 

BB: 1964. This was before all 
the synthetic crap came in. Our 
whole world was to train and be 
good. We were tough guys who 
ate mashed potatoes, fruit, 
oatmeal, pasta, and steak. The 
wrestlers of yesterday were 
mentally tougher than the wres- 
tlers of today. 

NW: Tell me something about 
your background, Bulldog. 

BB: I never did anything ex- 
traordinary. I used to go to the 
movies when I was a boy. I’d 
watch the News of the World, 
and I saw wrestler Milos 
Sternbom on it. Right then and 
there, I decided to become a 
wrestler. When I was twelve 
years old, I started lifting 
weights at the People’s Settle- 
ment in Delaware. I continued 
power lifting all through high 
school and during my stint in the 
U.S. Marines. I also made sure I 
got eight hours of sleep every 
night. I feel that the bigger and 
stronger you are, the more 
confidence you have. 

NW: How did you get into pro- 
wrestling? 

BB: Well, I was lifting weights 


at the YMCA in Delaware. This 
was 1960. In those days, many 
wrestlers lived in the area be- 
cause it was in the middle of the 
Washington, Baltimore, Philly, 
and New York wrestling circuit. 
There was always a wrestler 
working out in the YMCA like 
the Graham Brothers, the Golden 
Greek, George Bolus, and Abe 
Jacobs. I used to challenge them 
all the time in the gym. At that 
time, I was training every day. I 
weighed 235 pounds, ran ten 
miles a day, and I felt great! 
Pretty soon, the wrestlers were 
telling each other about the crazy 
kid who challenged them. Guys 
would come in and take me 
down on the mat. I’d try things 
that I saw on television because I 
thought I knew what I was 
doing, but those wrestlers, like 
Abe Jacobs, would stretch and 
hurt me. I kept coming back, and 
they finally sent me to Ace 
Freeman’s Wheeling, West 
Virginia circuit. When they 
needed somebody wild in De- 
troit, 1 wrestled there in 1960. I’d 


get hit in the head with tables, 
chairs, and beer cans. In those 
days, if you didn’t do what the 
audience wanted you to do, 


they’d beat the crap out of you! 
NW: It seemed that many of the 


audience members were rougher 
than the wrestlers! 
BB: That’s true. Every time I 
turned around, I would have to 
get stitches in my head. 
Anyway, promoter Jack 

Britton said to me, “Bulldog, 
I’ve got Jim ‘The Brute’ Bernard 
who has the same style as you. 
He’s crazy, goofy, and doesn’t 
want to listen to nobody. Why 
don’t you shave your head, and 
you two baldies can be tag-team 
partners. If you two can get 
along, you can do semifinals and 
main events. If you fight too 
much amongst yourselves, I’Il 
break your team up.” I asked Jim 
what he thought. He said, “I'll 
take you as my partner, but I’m 
the boss.” So, we became part- 
ners. From there, we headed to 
Canada.

HAS STING LOST 
HIS CONFIDENCE?

The time has come for Sting to, once again, climb 
into the ring as the number-one ranking con- 
tender for the WCW World heavyweight 
championship. Has the bitter taste from his first 
title reign, left the popular star at a decided 
psychological disadvantage?

Few can deny the immense 
popularity of Sting, the single 
most charismatic performer on 
the World Championship Wres- 
tling circuit. There have been 
obstacles continuously placed in 
his path towards greatness; yet 
each setback has, eventually, 
brought greater fame and recog- 
nition. Despite a debilitating 
“fluke” accident that nearly 
destroyed his ring career, the 
painted powerhouse was able to 
rise from the ashes, and tempo- 
farily vanquish Ric Flair for the 
World crown.

Once he focuses his attention 
to his quest, Sting simply can’t 
be stopped. No matter how long 
it takes, and no matter what the 
odds are, Sting will always find 
a way to achieve his goal. 

Much of his success can also 
be attributed to the faith that mat 
fans have in his ability. There is 
little doubt that the thousands of 
cards and letters he received 
from his loyal admirers during 
his convalescence, were a tre- 
mendous comfort as he fiercely 
trained to reconstruct his rup- 
tured left kneecap. 


Never underestimate the 
power of positive suggestion as 
Sting, whose real name is Steve 
Borden, returned to the ring on 
July 1, 1990. Miraculously, six 
days later, he soundly trounced 
“The Nature Boy” for the gold at 
The Great American Bash! 

Faith and trust were two of 
the most important ingredients in 
Sting’s vast arsenal. With the 
support of the fans and his 
fellow wrestlers, he set out to 
capture the hearts and minds of 
ring enthusiasts everywhere. 

Surprisingly, Sting’s downfall 
might easily be attributed to the 
WCW Promotion! After winning 
the title, it appeared as if the 
champ did not receive the praise 
and attention that he rightfully 
deserved. With or without the 
promotion’s belt, Ric Flair still 
garnered the league’s center

spotlight, leaving The Stinger to 
thwart the onrush of challenges 
from wrestlers like Stan Hansen, 
Sid Vicious/Justice, Curtis 
Hughes, and the various incarna- 
tions of The Black Scorpion, 
without much fanfare. 

It became quite obvious: 
WCW Promotions perceived 
Sting as nothing more than an 
interim champion. They were 
confident that Ric Flair would, 
eventually, regain his rightful 


spot as the top banana of the 
organization. 

Never underestimate the 
power of negative suggestion, 
either! On January 11, 1991, at 
the Meadowlands Arena in New 
Jersey, a somewhat disillusioned 
and disenchanted Sting relin- 
quished his claim to the WCW 
title, as Ric Flair went on to 
score a record-setting, seventh 
title reign! Although he faced 
stiff challengers on a nightly 
basis, the popular Venice Beach, 
California star could not over- 
come one obstacle — The World 
Championship Wrestling Promo- 
tion!

MAT FANS ENJOY A DAY WITH 


ATURE BOY” 
DDY ROGERS!

Recently, the Tri-State Wres- 
tling Alliance gave the fans of 
Philadelphia an opportunity to sit 
down and speak to one of 
wrestling’s most renowned figures 
“Nature Boy” Buddy Rogers. 
Everyone gathered at Philadelphia’s 
Original Sports Bar to honor this 
remarkable individual. At seventy 
years of age, this man has come out 
of retirement for a match against 
Buddy Landell, which came about 
a8,a direct résult of actions that took 
placeat a show in Pinehill, New 
Jersey. Landell provoked the

wrestling great in the ring, and, 
once again, challenged him to prove 
his mastery of the sport. 

We asked Rogers about his 
match with the obnoxious trouble- 
maker, as well as other questions 
concerning wrestling’s past and 
present. The following transcript is 
a portion of the question & answer 
session that wrestling fans enjoyed 
with Buddy Rogers that afternoon. 

seo RR 
Q?: How long have you been out 
of pro-wrestling? 
BR: My last match was in 1984 at 


the Philadelphia Spectrum. I wres- 
tled with Jimmy Snuka in a tag- 
team match against Lou Albano and 
Ray Stevens. 

2: How did you feel about 
coming out of retirement to wrestle 
against Buddy Landell? 

BR: He gave mea reason to come 
out of retirement! Just stop and 
think about all the things that I’ve 
accomplished in the wrestling 
world. After all I’ve been through, 
Landell comes up to me and says, 
“You don’t have any guts!” If 
anything, there were times that I 
had more guts than brains! 

Q?: Individual wrestling seemed to 
be your forte. Did you favor singles 
competition over tag-team wres- 
tling? 

BR: I'll be honest with everyone. I 
am the worst—and I mean the 
worst—tag-team wrestler. What- 
ever it takes to be a tag-team 
wrestler—I don’t have it! 

Q?: Do you have what it takes to 
be an individual wrestler? 

BR: Oh yeah! Id rather be on my 
own than have to worry about 
another wrestler carrying me. 

2: Who were your favorite tag- 
team partners? 

BR: Johnny Barend, Magnificent 
Maurice, Johnny Valentine, and 
The Great Scot. I have to say one 
thing: Those guys carried me. I 
didn’t carry them. I don’t care what 
anybody says, I was a lousy tag- 
team wrestler! We might have won 
matches because we had everything 
going our way, but it wasn’t with 
my help. 

In singles competition, I can 
speak out against any current, living 


wrestler; however in a tag team, I’m 
second. The matches I teamed with 
Johnny Valentine and The Great 
Scot that we won—it definitely 
wasn’t because of Buddy Rogers! 
The reason is that I can’t think for 
another wrestler. I have to be in the 
Ting all alone, and then I can get the 
job done. 

QU: Who gave you the nickname, 
“The Nature Boy?” 

BR: When] first went to 
California’s Hollywood Legion 
Stadium in 1947, I had a heavy tan, 
and I wore a white robe. After I 
opened up my robe, everybody 
started screaming, “Nature Boy!” 
I’m talking about the whole place! 
Tt was around the same time that 
Nat King Cole made the song, 
Nature Boy, famous. From that day 
on, the name stayed with me. 

Morris Segal gave me the name 
Buddy Rogers in 1944. Before that, 
I was known as Dutch Brody. 

Q?: Where are you from, and 
when did you turn pro? 

BR: I was born and raised in 
Camden, New Jersey. I turned pro- 
wrestler on July 4, 1939. 

2: Today’s wrestlers may be 
bigger, but not better. What would 
you say is the difference between 
the men of your day and the wres- 
tlers of today? 

BR: You can’t take the body that 
God gave you and shoot it up with 
steroids, It’s not going to get the job 
done. Believe me! Steroids do have 
side effects. If you don’t think so, 
look at “Superstar” Billy Graham. I 
saw him a few weeks ago in 
Newark, New Jersey, and what a 
sight he was! Unbelievable! 

If you know any young guys or 
gals who are bodybuilders, please 
tell them that if they take steroids 
now, they can expect a negative 
reaction in about ten years! 

2: Can you name any other 
differences between wrestlers of 
today and wrestlers of your era? 
Also, how much has wrestling 


changed? 

BR: Wrestling has been my whole 
life. I’ve always supported wres- 
tling 101%. It has been very good 
to me. Everything I have is because 
of wrestling, and I don’t want for 
anything. 

Today, wrestling is a lost art. 
The real skills of pro-wrestling have 
vanished. I don’t see wrist-locks, 
take downs, and rides, anymore! 
There is not one person in this room 
who can tell me that they have seen 
any of the moves I just mentioned 
in the last ten years. Wrestling has 
become so farfetched, you have no 
idea. 

I will tell you, though, that at the 
last NWA convention in New

Orleans, I saw Ric Flair and Ricky 
Steamboat wrestle a one-hour draw, 
and it was the best match I had seen 
in ten years—one match, out of so 
many! Like I said before, wrestling 
is a lost art. It has become more like 
show business. 

It’s so great for me to be able to 
sit around and talk with you fans 
about this. I have no ong at home to 
discuss this with. My wife is 
interested in tennis. You can say 
that I’m a tennis widower. 

2: How many years did you work 
for Vince McMahon Sr. at the 
WWWF? 

BR: Nine years. 

?: How many contracts did you 
sign with him? 
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“Superfly Snuka ranks high on Buddy’s list of all-time greats! 


BR: None. He shook your hand, 
and that was it! Anything Vince 
McMahon Sr. told you was his 
word, and his word was as good as 
a contract. 

?: Is it true that you had a hand 
in training Ric Flair? 
BR; | taught Ric Flair his wrestling 
style. In 1979, George Scott, who is 
a good friend of mine and a pro- 
moter in the Carolinas, called me. 
He said, “I’ve got a kid named Ric 
Flair, and if he had your style of 
wrestling, I think he could really 
make it. Do you think that you 
could spend some time with him?” I 
went there, and in around three 
months, I taught Ric Flair my style. 
I think he’s got it down pretty good, 
too! 

I believe he is going to be the 
only guy, besides myself, to hold 
the NWA and the WWF titles. The 
only difference will be that it won’t 
be at the same time. I think I dida 
good job with Ric Flair. I have 
nothing derogatory to say about 
him. To this day, he still thanks me 
for the training I gave him. 
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Q?: Currently, which wrestlers do 
you believe are the most skilled? 
BR: Ric Hair, Ricky Steamboat, 
and Curt Hennig, but if you took all 
the wrestlers in the world today, do 
you know who would be the world 
champion? Take Buddy’s advice: 
The greatest wrestler today, pound 
for pound, is Steve Williams. He 
could beat Hulk Hogan in thirteen 
seconds! 

I’m not lying to you. Steve 
Williams is the greatest wrestler in 
the world. He’ll get his break when 
somebody really displays his talent. 
Then he’ll show the world what 
he’s got! 

Q?: Getting back to your match 
with Buddy Landell— your styles 
were completely different. Consid- 
ering everything that you’ ye said 
about today’s wrestlers, did you 
expect this match to work? 

BR: I showed him what a wrestler 
is really like. He tried to show me 
what he thought he was really like. 
Did you hear him? He wanted to 
see what the “Nature Boy” of the 
1990s could do to the “Nature Boy” 


of the 1940s. 

I didn’t even want any part of 
this! I couldn’t care less, but he 
made it into a personal issue. 

Q?: Beyond a shadow of a doubt, 
you can beat Landell with sheer 
wrestling ability, but next time, he 
may wait until your back is turned. 
You know he’s sneaky. 
BR: Maybe that’s the only way he 
gets motivated. He’s not going to 
get me when my back is turned 
because I’m going to be on him like 
white on rice, and that’s close! 
Buddy Landell is always going to 
remember the real Buddy! 
Jesnnksbaaniokiskaab ok 

There is no doubt that fans, 
wrestlers, and promoters alike, will 
have a difficult time forgetting a 
legend like Buddy Rogers. During 
these days of glitz and glamour in 
the wrestling ring, ‘his words of 
wisdom are a true inspiration to us 
all. END

NW: You still hold the NWA 
Women’s championship. Is this 
recognized by WCW as well? 
MB: I’m not quite sure. After 
the situation that occurred with 
Ric Flair several months ago, it’s 
difficult to say. It would be a 
logical step for them to take, as 
I’m interested in maintaining a 
long and lasting relationship 
with this fine organization. 


NW: Recently, Madusa Miceli 
has been getting a big push in 
the WCW; her feud with Bambi 
has really brought back the fans’ 
interest in the grapplerettes. 
Would you be interested in a 
tournament to crown a WCW 
Women’s champion? 

MB: Where do! sign! (laughs) I 
haye all the respect in the world 
for Madusa and Bambi. In a

NW: Where else have you been? 
MB: I toured Aruba with a 
number of top American stars; 
the fans loved it! The events 
were sponsored by Johnny 
Walker Black and Polar Beer. 
They did a sensational job of 
handling the publicity and 
promotional work for these very 
successful shows. 

NW: Who else was on the tour? 
MB: You could have called this 
a legends tour. We had Ivan 
“The Russian Bear” Koloff, 
Greg “The Hammer” Valentine, 
The Killer Bees, Paul “Mr. 
Wonderful” Orndorff, Ken 
Patera, “The Motor City Mad 
Man” Mike Moore, Tiger Jack- 
son, Little Hercules, and Kat 
LeRoux. We had a great time. 
I’m looking forward to returning 
there very soon. 

NW: With such a limited 
amount of bookings for women 
wrestlers in the United States 
and Canada, where will the 
future female stars come from? 
Or will women’s wrestling die 
out altogether? 
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MB: The past five years have 
been absolutely terrible for the 
women wrestlers. In order to 
support themselves, many have 
completely left the sport. I was 
very fortunate to have made my 
way into the international mat 
scene. I wrestled in Germany,

the Caribbean Islands, and 
countless other exotic locales. If 
I depended solely on bookings in 
the United States, it would be 
tough. 

As for the future stars of 
wrestling, I’ve taken women 
under my wing over the years. 
It’s really up to the established 
competitors of today. They must 
give something back to the sport. 
They must help keep the tradi- 
tion of women’s wrestling alive. 
NW: Do you have an address 
that aspiring female athletes can 
write to? 

MB: They can write to me at: 
P.O. Box 1079, South Glens 
Falls, NY 12803-1079. They 
need to send me their photo, 
along with their statistics 
(height, weight, etc.), and a self- 
addressed, stamped envelope for 
a reply. If you have what it takes, 
I’ll put you on the right road. 


Misty’s titanic skills and 
dazzling looks have made her 
a hot property on the 
international mat scene. 

NW: Do you think many of the 
gimmicks that have taken place 
on the wrestling scene in the 
men’s division have been a bit 
too extreme? 
MB: Let me be diplomatic about 
this. I think that a great deal of 
what’s been going on has been 
unnecessary. Many of the situa- 
tions have been done to shock 
fans into paying attention; 
however, it dilutes the interest in 
wrestling itself. The soap opera 
Stories are fine. They may add to 
the excitement of the weekly 
broadcasts, but they should only 
be a part of the show, not the 
whole show. Many of the recent 
angles have gone too far. I don’t 
think they will draw any addi- 
tional fans into the arenas. 
NW: Misty, what suggestions 
would you give to improve the 
sport of wrestling? 
MB: First and foremost, give the 
people what they want! I think 


that the women and the midgets 
are a great addition to the shows. 
I remember how successful 
Vince McMahon Senior was at 
Madison Square Garden with the 
women and midgets. He’d book 
them several times a year, and 
fans thought the cards that 
included them were something 
special. It would be great to see 
the promoters exchange wres- 
tling talent again, as they did 
years ago, but the sport has 
become much more complicated. 
NW: Please explain what you 
mean. 

MB: Everyone is under contract 
to one league, and the promoters 
now fiercely compete with one 
another. I wish I had a solution, 
because no one benefits from a 
situation like this. 

NW: Misty, in closing, is there 
anything that you would like to 
add? 

MB: | want to thank all of the 
fans who faithfully support the 
women’s division. Don’t forget 
to write to your local promotion. 
Tell them what you want to see!

“dream match” pitting Hulk 
Hogan against “Nature Boy” Ric

to talk about — Bruno 
Sammartino versus Hulk Hogan! 
Clearly, Bruno, one of the all-

time, greatest champions of the 
World Wide Wrestling Federa- 
tion, is neither interested nor 
physically prepared to engage 
Hulk Hogan, the WWF’s most 
charismatic performer; however, 
are you aware of the fact that the 
WWWE once sanctioned a 
match between the two, legend- 
ary gladiators? 

The date was March 3, 1981. 
The location was Wheeling, 
West Virginia. This was the era 
of Bob Backlund’s champion- 
ship reign, and Bruno was 
experiencing a tremendous 
winning streak after being away 
from the WWWF rings for some 
time. After working on the 
circuit for approximately one 
year, Hogan, under the manage- 
ment of “Classy” Freddie 
Blassie, had quickly emerged as 
one of the biggest, rule-breaking 
attractions in the Federation’s 
history. A Bruno-Hogan match 
seemed like a natural. 

The match was signed, and 
newspaper advertisements were 
printed that proclaimed this very 
exciting match. Surprisingly, on 
the evening of the event, The 
Hulkster did not show up, and 
Sgt. Slaughter was called in as a 
last-minute replacement to 
compete against “The Living 
Legend.” (Editor’s note - Bruno 
defeated The Sarge that evening 
via a count out of the ring. ) 

This was the only time that 
Bruno was ever scheduled to

wrestle Hulk. For whatever 
reason, no other promoter ever 
had the courage or the creativity 
to sign such a match! 

Speaking of Sergeant Slaugh- 
ter — did you know that this 
famous drillmaster never served 
in the armed forces. In fact, 
when he first entered the grap- 
pling game in the 1970s, he 
competed in the Pacific North- 
west under the name of “Beauti- 
ful” Bobby Remus, which is his 
real name. “The Beautiful One” 
patterned himself after “Super- 
star” Billy Graham, complete 
with tie-dyed ring attire and 
wacky head scarves. It wasn’t 
until he ventured into the Central 
States booking office of pro- 
moter Bob Geigel, while wres- 
tling in Kansas and Missouri, 


that Sgt. Slaughter was born; 
since that time, his incredible 
talents have thrilled fans from 
coast to coast. 

Over the years, I’ve received 
many letters asking if Dory Funk 
Jr. ever wrestled his younger 
brother Terry. The answer is 
YES, and it came about because 
of the late, great Frank “Bruiser” 
Brody. 

On March 27, 1981, Bruiser 
Brody was stripped of his Inter- 
national heavyweight champion- 
ship after suffering an injury at 
the hands of Shohei “Giant” 
Baba in a match which took 
place in Nagoya, Japan. 

The promoters of All-Japan 
Wrestling Promotions quickly 
held a meeting, and they decided 
to strip Brody of the title. They 
awarded the gold to the former 
NWA World heavyweight 
champion, Dory Funk Junior, 
who was, at that time, ranked as 
the top contender for Bruiser’s 
International belt.

RANDY SAVAGE 


PORTRAIT OF A MACHO MAN!

He continues to fight the 
establishment, and, somehow, 
someway, Randy “Macho Man” 
Savage emerges from the fray 
unscathed. His is an unusual 
story of doing things your own 
way, albeit with some compro- 
mise, but never having to sell out 
or become involved in a situa- 
tion which doesn’t reflect his 
own unique, and, sometimes, 
bizarre, ring persona. 

It was a long, hard climb to 
reach the point of “Macho 
Madness.” He began his career 
in the mat sport in the early 
1970s, competing as a masked 
man known as The Spider. The 
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gimmick was perfect because 
Randy weighed little more than 
175 Ibs., and his physique 
resembled that of an honest-to- 
goodness spider! 

You might be asking your- 
self, why the masked Spider 
gimmick? Well, in 1971, Randy 
was playing minor league pro- 
fessional baseball with an affili- 
ate of the St. Louis Cardinals; it 
is rumored that they would not 
have looked favorably on his 
moonlighting in the grappling 
game during the off-season. The 
Spider gimmick kept Randy’s 
identity a secret, while providing 
much needed income. (Contrary 


to what you see in major league 
baseball, the minor baseball 
leagues pay terribly.) 

After five years of pro-ball, 
the youngster became fed up 
with the muddled politics of the 
game. He pursued a full-time 
career in wrestling, much to the 
delight of his brother, “Leaping” 
Lanny, and his father, Angelo, 
who were top mat attractions as 
well as tag team champions in 
the Michigan area. 

In 1976, he ventured into the 
World Wrestling Federation. 
(Editor’s note — For all you 
history buffs, it should be noted 
that the WWE was known, at 
that time, as the World Wide 
Wrestling Federation!) Randy 
Poffo’s tenure in the area was

less than spectacular, as he 
became a staple preliminary 
loser on the televised matches. 
Each and every week, he would 
take a shellacking at the hands of 
“Superstar” Billy Graham, Ivan 
Koloff, Spiros Arion, George 
“the Animal” Steele, Bruiser 
Brody, Tor Kamata, and the rest 
of the rogues’ gallery! Each loss 
Was not without merit however, 
for his timing, stamina, and 
skills dramatically sharpened, 
week after week. 

With his newfound ring 
experience, the Columbus, Ohio 
native packed his bags and 
headed off to greener pastures. 
Along his journeys, he captured 
the AWA Southern, Mid-South- 
ern, International, North Ameri- 
can, and ICW World heavy- 
weight championships. Teaming 
with his father, he also held a 
version of the World tag-team 
titles. 

His stint with the ICW Orga- 
nization caused problems galore: 
Itis rumored that all wrestlers 
working under that promotional 
banner were temporarily “black- 


listed” by the major league 
promoters. Eventually, a lawsuit 
was filed by the ICW, but the 
league disbanded before any 
concrete developments were 
obtained. 

Savage returned to the WWF 
in 1986. This began the most 
exciting period in his entire 
career. Since that time, he has 
not only captured the Interconti- 
nental and World championships 
but also the prized crown that 
recognized him as “The King of 
the Ring.” The only champion-
